thority nor the funds with w’hich to 
build them. 
What is the remedy? 
The remedy is to secure the funds 
in sufficient amount over 
a 
short 
period of years and with the 
least 
burden on the motor vehicle owner 
who pays the bill. 
What will these 
benefits cost the motor vehicle own­ 
er? 
These benefits can be had with­ 
out increasing the motor vehicle

al Amendment No. 3, the $76,000,-

On rntlpt off hit ballot the votor shall forthwith, and without leaving the 
enclosed space, retire alone to one off the voting booths so provided, and shall 
prepare his ballot for voting In the following mannert 
Should the votor desire to vote a “straight” party tlckot he shall plact a 
cross (X) mark In the circle Immediately below the party name or name of 
vlco-presldontlal candidate. 
If the votor desires to vote for one or more candidates on more than one 
party ticket® by voting what Is commonly called a “split ticket” he may place 
a crate (X) mark In the circle Immediately below ono party name and mark 
cross (X) marks In tha squares at the loft of the names of candidates on other 
tickets for whom ho withes to vote. 
If the votor desires to vote for ono or more candidates whoso name or names 
do not appear an tha printed ballot ho may do so by drawing a lint through 
the printed name af candidate for such office, and writing below such canceled 
name tha name af tha parson for wham ht desires to vote, and placing a 
cross mark In tha square at the left af such name. The squares so marked 
•hall taka precede nee aver the cross marked In the circle. 
Whore there are two or more candidates for like office In a group a cross 
( X) mark In tha square to the loft of a candidate’s name, automatically votes 
against the candidate whose name appears within the same horizontal lines 
In the column under the circle In which appears tha crass (X) mark unless the 
voter Indicates another candidate to be voted against by drawing a line through 
such candidate name. 
All candidates af the party whose circle Is marked shall be counted as 
voted for evceptlng whore squares are crossed preceding the names of tho can­ 
didates In other columns) If two or more candidates for tho some office are 
thus designated, neither shall bo counted. 


If tho cross (X) Is not placed In the circle Immediately below the p«:Hy 
name at the head of the column, but does appear Is the squares opposite the 
various candidates’ names, *Ncn only these names shall be counted for, anti 
none other. 


A cross ( X) mark Is any line crossing anv other line at any angle within tho 
voting space, and no ballot shall bo declared void because a cross (X) mark 
therein Is Irregular In form. 


It shall not bo lawful to deface or tear a ballot In any manner nor to erase 
any printed name (except as provided above In this section,) figure, word 
or letter therefrom, nor to erase any mark made thereon by such voter, nor 
Inclose In the folded ballot any othar paper or any article. If the votor 
deface or tear a ballot, or wrongly mark tho name or make an erasure 
therein, ho may obtain ono additional ballot on returning to the ballot clerk 
the one so defaced or wrongly marked. 


A ballot placed In the ballot box without any mark shall not bo counted. 
Ballots shall bo counted only for the person for whom the marks thereon art 
applicable; when a voter shall place a mark against two or more names for tho 
same office, and only one candidate is to bo chosen for tho office none of tho 
candidates shall be deemed to have been voted for and tho ballots shall hot ho 
counted for either such candidate. 


Before leaving the booth the voter shell fold his ballot In such a manner 
as to conceal his marks thereon. He shall mark his ballot without undue do- 
lay. Ho shall then hand the ballot to tho Judge of election selected to taka 
ballots, who shall number tho ballot and deposit It In tho ballot box. 


The voter shall quit and leave said enclosed place as soon as possible®

But if the voter wishes to vote for 
most of the candidates on one ticket 
with a few variafions, all he has to 
do is make his cross in the circle of 
the ticket he wishes to vote, and then

In this way his ticket will count
